WASHINGTON, July 24—A |

Moulder said the Frisco case 
apeared to be directly in line 
with his subcommittee’s objec- 
tives in checkinge on federal 
regulatory agencies. 

Controversial Order. 

The controversial ICC order, 
handed down Friday by a three- 
man panel, approved the Fris- 
co's acquisition of a controlling 
interest in the Central of 
Georgia, even though the panel 
found that the Frisco had vio- 
lated the Interstate Commerce 
Act by acquiring stock control | 
of the Georgia line in 1955, be-

LIVING COSTS UP 
0.5 PCT. FOR JUNE, 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP) 
—The Government's cost of liv- 
ing index rose another 05 per | 
cent in June to its tenth record 
high in as many months. 

The increase, reported today 
by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, means that 650,000 workers 
in the electrical manufacturing,

“Clarke showed that he had 
decided the case before hearing 
it and even before an appeal 
has been made to the full com- 
mission,” Karsten told the 
Post-Dispatch.

Elimination of a large section 
of the proposed Inner Belt Ex- 
pressway, relocation of most of 
the rest of the route and addi- 
- tion of an extension to the 
south were proposed today in 
a preliminary report recom- 
mending a suggested route for 
the north-south freeway in St. 
Louis county. 

The report proposed that the 
expressway be constructed 
along a route beginning at Big 
Bend boulevard east of Elm 
avenue in Webster Groves and 
exténding northward generally 
parallel to, and east of, Elm 
and of Brentwood boulevard to 
a point a short distance north 
of Clayton road, .where the 
highway would swing west and 
follow a route approximately 
parallel to, but west of, Brent- 
woed and North and South 
boulevards to a terminus at the 

r ed new Middleway route 
Ef ‘Berkeley. 

Cost Put at $31,483,000. 

Cost of the 10.73-mile long 
expressway was estimated at 
$3 1,483,000. 

The report, submitted to the 
rounty council, was made by 
Sverdrup & Parcel Engineering 
Co., which was employed by the 
rounty last November to make a 
romprehensive engineering 
study of possible locations for 
the mew expressway, traffic 
movements, cost estimates and 
design criteria. 

A total of $16,100,000 was 
provided for the Inner Belt 

roject in a $39,712,000 bond 
ssue approved by county voters 
in November 1955. The money 
was intended to fimance con- 
struction of a 4.64-mile segment 
of the proposed road and acqui- 
tition of right of way for its 
entire length of 18 miles.

With such a 
small medical staff, it is impos- 
sible to give a comprehensive, 
two-hour physical examination 
to each patient. Many mental 
patients do not complain of ill- 
ness.

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Verdict at Clinton 


Coming in the middle of the civil rights de- 
bate in Washington, the contempt convictions 
in Tennessee are bound to stir up emotions .in 
the South and wrangles ‘in Congress. Hence it 
is necessary to understand what the issue was 
at Clinton. 

The issue was not civil rights in general or 
public school integration in particular. It was 
certainly not white supremacy or “historic 
Southern traditions.” Nor was it the advisabili- 
ty of jury trial in contempt proceedings. 

The issue was maintenance of law and order. 
On this basis the Knoxville jury convicted John 
Kasper, the Northern rabble-rouser, and six of 
his Tennessee associates of conspiracy to vio- 
Jate a federal injunction against interference 
with the integration of Clinton High School. 
And pn that basis the jury did what a decent 
respect for law and order obliged it to do. 

There would have been little peace disturb 
ance at Clinton had it not been for the dema- 
gogic Kasper and his associates. There was, in 
fact, no trouble until Kasper arrived and fo 
mented resistance to integration, and members 
of the White Citizens Council began picketing 
the high school. But from that point on the 
few Negro children attending the school had 
to walk a gauntlet of threatening witnesses. The 
climax came with the beating of a young Baptist 
minister who had escorted some of the children 
to school. 

Defense attorneys did everything but wave 
the Dixie battle flag to distract the jurors’ at- 
tention from the main issue. They blasted in- 
tegration; they decried “enemies of the Anglo- 
Saxon race.” But Federal District Judge Rob- 
ert L. Taylor pointed out that integration was 
not the question. The question, he said, was 
whether a court order supporting the law of the 
land had been violated. To their credit, the 
Clinton jurors disregarded irrelevancies and up 
held the law. 

No doubt this verdict will have reverberations 
in the United States Senate. For Southern Sen- 
ators are trying to impose a requirement in the 
civil rights bill for jury trial in federal civil con- 
tempt cases involving civil rights. But the 
Clinton case is not relevant to their cause. 

On legal grounds, the Clinton case only fol- 
lowed federal statute, which provides for jury 
trial in criminal contempt proceedings involving 
private litigants, but not in civil contempt cases 
arising from a Government action. No South- 
ern state provides for jury trial in such pro- 
ceedings. 

On practical grounds, it must be pointed out 
that east Tennessee is not the Deep South, and 
the reactions of juries in the Deep South with 
reference to civil rights cannot be judged by 
what happened at Knoxville. In fact, if the 
Southern Senators really thought juries in their 
home states would convict in such cases, they 
would hardly be eager for a jury trial amend- 
ment. 

Fortunately the House rejected a jury trial 
provision to the civil rights bill before passing 
it to the Senate. And now Republican Leader 
Knowland predicts that the provision will not 
be added by his chamber. But the California 
Senator has told President Eisenhower that 
probable defeat faces Section 3, which would 
permit the Attorney General to seek eivil in- 
junctions protecting all civil rights. 

Defeat of Section 3 would leave three main 
items in the ciyil rights bill: new protection for 
the right to vote, establishment of a civil rights 
branch in the Justice Department, and creation 
of an investigative commission. This much 
would be a considerable advance in protection 
for the rights of all citizens. 

But there are many rights for Americans 
other than the right to vote. Protection for 
these should not be set aside to appease a 
Southern bloc which is beyond appeasement. 
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Secrecy for Some Junketeers 

A succession of incidents in the past year or 
two had encouraged the belief there would be 
a lifting of the veil of secrecy over counterpart 
funds spent for congressional travel abroad. 
Such money comes indirectly from United States 
foreign aid. Traveling Congressmen spend it 
without divulging how. 

President Eisenhower said that he saw no rea- 
son for such secrecy, Speaker Sam Rayburn 
promised that abuses in connection with foreign 
trip expense accounts would be looked into, the 
Government-owned Panama Line began releas- 
ing the names of Comgressmen using its ships 
and among them were some junketeers, Senator 
Green published his own expense account and a 
few Congressmen prepared bills for accountings. 
One was Representative Dawson of Utah, 

The House has now voted down, 148 to 86— 
and by a standing vote—the Dawson bill. Why 
is it so difficult for Congress to realize that the 
money spent is public money, that the publie is 
entitled to know and that nobody except the 
few junketeers would suffer from an accounting? 
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Then Wag Not Suspend Tests? 

Secretary ‘s address to the nation on 
disarmament raises this question: 

If the consequences of continuing the-nuclear 
arms race are as serious as he paints them, 
should not the United States put forth a greater 
effort to make a start toward disarmament? 

Mr. Dulles said what many others have said 
before him: that continuance of the nuclear 
arms race does not affect the present partici- 
pants in that race alone. It affects the whole 
world, And every month of delay in reaching 
some agreement looking toward disarmament 
inereases the hazard that nuclear weapons. will 
fall into the hands of some irresponsible dicta- 
tor who would-use them to terrorize the world. 

Granting that all this is true, does it not fol- 
low that bringing nuclear weapons under con 
trel should have the first priority, and should 
be approached with a true sense of urgency? 
And does it not also follow that any step which 
can safely be taken toward nuclear disarmament 
ought to be taken at once, without waiting for 
the conclusion of complicated arrgngements on 
conventional arms or final, comprehensive plans 
for opening all nations to full-scale inspection 
and control? 

Mr. Dulles’s own premises, it seems to us,

saying “Yes” to that proposal against the risks 
of announcing to the world that the London dis- 
armament talks, once again, have come to 
nothing. 


Facts, and More Facts, Needed 

Is the public fooled by claims of health pro- 
tection from cigarette filters? 

This question is being considered by a House 
Government Operations subcommittee, under 
the chairmanship of Congressman Blatnik of 
Minnesota. So far the testimony has been none 
too helpful in providing an answer. Dr. Leroy 
E. Burney, Surgeon General of the United 
States, and thus head of the Public Health 
Service, says. he does not know whether filters 
do any good. Dr. Burney states that up to now 
research data are insufficient to warrant a con- 
clusion on the effectiveness of filter tips. 

The Health Service’s cancer expert, Dr. John 
R. Heller, who directs the National Cancer In- 
stitute, told the House subcommittee that scien- 
tists do not know of any filter that can “selec- 
tively sort out” the elements in tobacco tars be- 
lieved to be causing cancer of the lung. Dr. 
Heller gives his views on tobacco and cancer in 
the current issue of U.S. News & World Report. 

Meantime, on the Senate side of Congress, 
Senator Bennett of Utah has introduced a Dill 
which would require each cigarette package to 
carry this label: “Prolonged use of this product 
may result in cancer, in lung, heart and other 
circulatory ailments and in other diseases.” 

The Utah Republican proposes that Congress 
place this notice on every package in order to 
offset the advertising claims. of the cigarette 
manufacturers. He contends that it is just as 
important for the public to have the warning as 
the reassurance. 

This is a reference to newspaper advertis- 
ing which recommends cigarettes in terms of 
filtration of tars and nicotine. Such advertise- 
ments sometimes carry statements that the 
claims are substantiated by comparable results 
“from nationally known independent research 
laboratories.” 

The anti-smoking agitation in the United 
States has its counterpart in other parts of the 
world. In Great Britain there is a government- 
supported campaign to alert the public. Acting 
after an alarming report by the British Medical 
Research Council, the British Government is 
giving financial support to the circulation of 
anti-smoking notices and posters. One poster, 
printed in black on a yellow background, reads: 


To all smokers: There are now the strong- 
est reasons to believe that smokers—par- 
ticularly of cigarettes—run a greater risk of 
lung cancer than nonsmokers. The more 
cigarettes consumed the greater the risk. 


Down in Sydney, Dr. C. E. Cook, Australia’s 
Health Officer, has called on his government to 
warn the public and to urge moderation among 
smokers. He also proposes forbidding smoking 
in Government offices, dance halls and cafes, 

Not all the comment comes from one side. Dr. 
Harry S. N. Greene, chairman of Yale’s depart- 
ment of pathology, who has smoked for 40 years, 
says the evidence “does not appear sufficiently 
significant te me to warrant forsaking the pleas- 
ure of smoking.” In an introduction to Eric 
Northrup’s new book, “Science Looks at Smok- 
ing,” he says that if the tobacco companies 
cease manufacturing their product, he will “re- 
vert to sweet fern and grape leaves.” 

What is needed above all else in this much 
eontroverted matter is still more scientific in- 
formation. It is not a question of morals obvi- 
ously and the suggestion of prohibition that is 
rearing its head is disturbing to see. Neither 
should there be a “crusade.” The tobacco in- 
dustry may make a contribution to public infor- 
mation if it will push its research program and 
publish the findings. No amount of denuncia- 
tion will take the place of facts, scientifically 
reached.

It is most encouraging to know that 
old-fashioned band musie of a generation or 
two ago can be exported to our European friends 
at least as successfylly as some of the red-hot 
rock ‘n’ roll stuff just off Elvis’s guitar. 
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Blanks in the Jones Record 

The developing record of Arnold Jones leaves 
it still unclear whether he turned his position 
on the Kansas ration Commission to the 
profit of his auditing firm. 

The exact dates of his partnership in the firm 
of Breisford, Gifford & Jones are unknown. The 
exact date or even the exact year when G.O.P. 
Leader Walter Fees transferred the account of 
his multi-million-dollar oil and gas business— 
regulated by the Corporation Commission—to 
the accounting firm, is unknown.

The St. Louis City Charter, the docu- 
ment that says what kind of city gov- 
ernment we have, was written in 1914, 
three years after St. Louisans had 
voted down another attempt at a new 
charter. When it passed, it replaced a 
City Charter that had endured for 38 
years. 


The 1914 Charter’s majority was a 
small one—only 2700 votes. In adopting 
their new Charter St. Louisans said 
goodby to one of the few mynicipal 
legislatures in the U.S. with two houses 
— similar to the upper and lower houses 
of the state and national legislatures. In 
1914, the Charter we still have today 
was considered “progressive.” 


But what was 1914 like as compared 
to 1957? Well, 1914 was the year in 
which the first ship passed through 
the Panama Canal, the year that 
Thomas A. Edison perfec his pho- 
nograph. People were singing “I Want 
a Girl Just Like the Girl that Married 
Dear Old Dad.”

The Board of Aldermen created by 
the 1914 Charter was not particularly 
large in membership for the big city of 
that day. But in 1957, its 29 members 
make it the third largest board of al- 
dermen or city council in the United 
States. 


By way of comparison, New York 
handles the legislative affairs of a city 
of 7,500,000 people with 25 councilmen. 
Philadelphia has 17, Los Angeles 15, 
Detroit, Pittsburgh and Boston, 9. Only 
Chicago, with 50, and Cleveland, with 
33, have more aldermen or council 
members than St. Louis. , 


Many sincere people have asked, 
“Why does St. Louis need a new char- 
ter?” They say the United States Con- 
stitution is much older than our City 
Charter, and it has never been entirely 
rewritten. 

It is true that the U.S. Constitution 
has never been entirely rewritten. But 
many amendments have been offered 
and approved over the years. 

Thougk both the Charter and the 
Constitution are the basic laws of two 
levels of government, there is an in- 
herent difference in the two. 


The Federal Constitution is written 
in broad general terms. It does not set 
out the various departments of the 
executive branch. Instead it leaves that 
to the President and the . On 
the other hand, the City Charter is a 
detailed document. It contains spe- 
cific descriptions of the various depart- 
ments and agencies, of what each is 
responsible for and of how it should 
be organized.

Modern Finnish Saga 


THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER, by Vaine 
Linna. (Putnam, 316 pgs. $4.) 


After waging one valiant war against 
Russia, the Finnish ple were again 
obliged, as allies of y, to renew 
their battle with the Slavs. Vaino 
Linna'’s novel concerns this second en- 
counter and follows an infantry regi- 
ment through the bitter swamp and 
woodland fighting In Karelia. 

The term “unknewn soldier” has 
the implication of a soldier really un- 
known to the av- 
erage person who 
has never served in 
front line warfare. 
These Finnish fight- 
ers are not heroic 
figures, but stub 
born, semi-literate 
peasants who re- 

ard their own of- 
icers and all the 
Russians as fools. 
They are utterly 
fearless, but not 
reckless, and with 
cunning that is pos- 
sibly a Mongolian 
heritage they exact 
a Staggering toll of life from the ad- 
vancing Reds. 

Writing from the viewpoint of these 
soldiers, of whom he was one, Vaino 
Linna relieves the monotony of daily 
mass murder with humorous incidents, 
as when some soldiers steal a huge 
field cauldron from the mess sergeant 
and use it to brew beer from their 
Sugar and bread rations. The beer 
matures about the time of Baron Man- 
nerheim’s birthday, and combined with 
the hard liquor issued to celebrate th‘s 
occasion, inspires a saturnalia of clown- 
ing, fighting and eventual sullen hang- 
overs 


But a little later when the weath- 
er is too cold for brewing beer, the 
white-robed Finns crawl over snow 
sometimes to strip prized felt boots 
from dead Russians, sometimes to brand 
the reader with such scenes as a fallen 
gunner’s hot weapon sizzling in the 
snow and his bl forming a ¢rimson 
puddle fading to pink in the crystals 
at the edge. 

Patching together thousands of such 
vividly portrayed scenes, Linna has 
achieved an unforgettable mosaic. The 
ably translated prose has a Homeric 
sweep and flow. The book is indeed 
the poor foot-soldier’s Iliad, and one 
of the greatest war stories of our gen- 
eration.

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ALGERIANS DEN 
MEETING FRENCH 
FOR PEACE TAL

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, 
July 24—Algerian nationalist 
leaders denied yesterday that 
. they had held recent secret talks 
with a high French official on 
the posibility of halting the Al- 
gerian revolt. 


They also informed the 
United Nations “with regret” 
that they saw no immediate 
prospect of negotiating with 
France on an Algerian settle- 
ment or even any prospect of 
establishing French - Algerian 
contacts at present. 

The denial was made in a 
letter to Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold from Mohammed 
Yazid of the National Council 
of the Algerian Revolution, also 
called the National Liberation 
Front. In it Yazid said that nei- 
ther he nor other Algerian 
spokesmen had any discussion 
or meeting in Tunis earlier this 
month with a representative of 
Premier Bourges-Maumoury and 
Foreign Minister Christian Pi- 
neau of France. 


The letter objected that “both 
the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
France have made statements 
implying that such contacts had 
been establised.” 

Reports in Paris. 

The letter charged that the 
reports of the alleged talks had 
been circulated in Paris to off- 
set an Asian-Arab move at the 
United Nations to demand that 
the General Assembly give a 
full airing to the Algerian prob- 
lem. 

In the letter, the nationalists 
once again attributed the pres- 
ent impasse to France and in- 
sisted that France still sought 
a solution of the problem by 
force. 


While asserting the willing-' 


ness of the Algerian front to 
negotiate directly, the letter 
also renewed the Algerians 
longstanding conditions for 
such talks: That France first 
recognize the independence of 
Algeria, that the talks be pub- 
lic and that the security of the 
Algerian participants be guar- 
anteed. This was a pointed re- 
minder that France seized and 
imprisoned several Algerian 
leaders last October.

1500 Moslems Arrested in Lyon 
in First Crackdown. 

LYON, France, July 24 (UP) 
-—Police arrested 1500 Moslems 
here today in the first major 
crackdown on Algerians living 
in France since the National 
Assembly voted: last Friday to 
give special police powers to 
the government. 

Riot squads blocked off the 
main Algerian sector of this 
town 150 miles north of Mar- 
seilles, then rounded up Mos- 
lems found in cafes and living 
quarters. Most of those arrests 
were held for routine question- 
ing and it was expected they 
would be relaesed in a few 
hours.

The dim light inside “the new 
moon’s arms” has been reflected 
twice. It is “earthshine.” Our 
earth receives light from the 
sun, then reflects it to the 
moon.
